Caught: Red-Handed. 


A Chinese detective who wus 
responsible for Goyns’ arrest, re- 
suming his testimony, said ‘he 
caught Goyas red-handed with the 
bills still clutched in hia right 
hand. In his left’hand, Goyas wan 
also holding a $6 note. “When I 
arrested him he asked ‘What's 
matter you?’ ‘He was then stand: 
inge between his two friends, who 
were also foreigners.”

Witness reiterated that he was] 


only three feet behind when he saw 
Goyas extract the notes from the 
right-hand side pockel of the un- 
suspecting contractor, 

Mr. D’Almadn suggested that 
what Goyas was holding in his 
right hand was a $5 bill. 

This was denied by witness, who 
seid that, as he anticipated a den- 
inl, he left the $50 bills in Goyns' 
hand, who had them in.his posses- 
sion the whole way to the Wanchal 
Police Station. It was Goyas wh» 
laid the money on the desk before 
the Inspector at the Station, 

Hong Sang, a contractor, said 
that when he went to the races he 
had $270 on him, these comprising 
five $650 bills and twe $10 ones. 
He had just made a bet of $60 
when his attention was attracted 
by nx Chinese detective who’ asked 
him if he had lost any money, He 
felt in his right-hand side pocket 
and found that tho four remnining 
$50 bills were missing. ° 


Never Left His Hand. 


Goyas, said witness, was being 
held by the-detoctive by hia right 
hand which was clutching a wad 
of notes. The notes never left 
Goyan’ possession the whole time 
he was. being taken to the Police 
Station. 

Sub-Inspector M. Murphy de- 
posed that he was present. in the 
charge-room at the Station when 
the defendant waa brought in, be- 
ing held by the right hand, -in 
which were four $60 bills. 

Being called to the witness-box 
by his solititor, Goyas etated that 
he arrived from’, Shanghai on 
the day of the Races.

We have to record with the 
deepest regret, the death of Profes- 
sor C. Y. Wang, of the Hongkong 
University, who passed away at his, 
tealdence this morning ul the age 
of 42 yenrs after a long and pain- 
ful illness.

Ho sald that the Indian delegates 
had come to discuss ways anid 
means to further political evolu- 
tion, The Viceroy who was one 
of the greatest India had ever had 
was supporting this movement 
ns a matter of wisdom and not 
fia political, The Premier con- 
tinued: “The Vicergy, who con- 
trots the situation is not a Labour 
man, or a Liberal, but a Tory. 
There is no political party prin- 
ciple involved in this, and, at this 
moment. when the Conference in 
on, when Musulman, Hindu, Sikh, 
the depressed class, Indian Chris- 
tians, and British Commercial re- 
presentatives are all sitting at the 
Round Table stating their cases 
and exchanging views, Mr, Chur- 
chill selects this moment to make 
a apeech mischievous from begin- 
ning to end, without any con- 
structive idea or proposal in it, ex- 
pressive of nothing except the 
antiquated relationship between 
the Imperial authority and people 
who come under its sway, blind 
to every modern movement in poli- 
tics, stiff-necked regarding the 
handling of people whom we our- 
selves have enlightened in political 
affnire and aspirations. How Con- 
gress, how the elements in India 
who wish this conference to fail, 
how the élements in India who have 
been finding during the last four 
or five weeks that the handling: of 
the conference has been so goo 
that they are ceasing to have the 
driving power of lawlessness, how 
to-day they must have, blessed 
Churchill for giving them an op- 
portunity of rousing up prejudices 
in Indin again against Britain! I 
think we have got such a srood 
hold over Indian opinion what we 
enn even afford to allow Churchill 
to make tho speech he did yester- 
day, but, if he will take my ad. 
vice, he will not repeat it.”

How tong Liberal support of the 
the MacDonald Administration will 
continue is a matter of consider- 
able speculation in political efretes.

Administration, 

Meanwhile, there are signa in 
the country that many of the 
Libernl rank and file question the 
wisdom of continued support for 
the Govenement In the Houre of 
Commona. One prospective Liberal 
carididate expreased  thnt feeling 
When he declareil that the present 
jPolicy of Mr. Lloyd, George ~ tn 
Parliment is destroying the Liberal 
Party. “Labour, he says, scores: 
overy time, and confidenco in the 
Liberal leaders fa being rapidly 
destroyed. “What kind of progres-, 
sive co-operation - is there," he 
taka, “when' our lenders .mako' A 
ferocious attack. on tho King's 
Speech and’ Liberal M.P'a then 
abstain from voting?” Holding that 
Liboral distrust of Socialism and 


suggesta that inatead of continuing 
to act-as jackals to the Labour 


tho House of Comnions en’ hase, 


Teave the Government to ite tate 


and carry out n great campaign 
throughout the country, putting the 
Liberal programme before 
electors. Whilst these {deas - no 
doubt represent a considerable body 
of fooling, we must give the Liberal 
leaders eredjt for less crude tactics 
than those. outlined.. Let ua turn 
for a mioment to a more sober view 
of tha aituation, as outlined recent- 
ly in tho leading: Liberal ‘reviaw. 
Discuasting the possible alternatives 
to the present Government, this 
Journal thought na strong case 
could be mado out for an all-Party 
Conlition Government to deal with 
India and the economic 
Such a Government, it waa auggeat- 
ed would be in a strong position to 
Hrapple with unemployment, for 
it would: not be haunted. with the 
fear of losing votes, which so of- 
ten paralysen the leadera of a 
Jingle Party. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether the Conservatives 
would agree to this solution. The 
next alternative ia for the Liberals 
to combine with the Conservatives 
and defeat the Government on a 
question of confidence, but this is 
ruled out beenuse of a fenr that 
the Protectionists mixht be re- 
turned to power.

We apenk only of — claser 
operation....The frulte of — ¢o- 
operation would, we believe, be 
seen in new energy and greater 
cournge on the part of Ministers 
freed from thq daily menace of 
defeat." These are - exccedingly 
interesting idens, but we cannot 
see what the Liberals as a Party 
have to gain from the adoption of 
the suggested course. Indeed, a 
kool case could be made out on 
the basis of this attitude for sub- 
mitting that the Liberal Party has 
had its day na a ‘separate political 
unit. Maybe the future will sce 
4 real Cusion of those elements, in 
the Liberal and Labour ranks 
which have a common outlook,

SPARE PEER SCANDAL. 


'. After Recent “Revelations.” 


N December 3rd, 1902, a young’ 
murder-car driver known 
as “Ausaic” MacHillinm, a promin- 
ent Colonial dirt ace ond murder- 
ear driver, waa cautioned by a! 
police officer in-the Fulham Public 
Baths—into which MacHilliam had 
driven in mistake for a garage— 
for carrying too large n mascot on 
the radiator of his murder-car. 

Macllilliam—a hot-tempered man 
if ever there was one—replicd that: 
he carried no mascot of any descrip- 
jon. An altercation arose, but this 
was quickly suppressed by the bath 
attendant, who pointed out that the 
officer waa in error, What he hac 
supposed. to be a mascot was, ir 
fact, the body of an unknown peer 

A closer inspection bora out thi: 
statement and MacHiliam was vin. 
diented of the flrat charge. Aske

This explanation was accepted by 
the bath attendant and tho officer

THE FINAL FORUM. 


Reference to the resolution 
paaaed by the Lambeth Conference 
of Bishops on birth control was 
made by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Dr. Lang, when he address- 
ed the Lower House of the Con- 
voention of Canterbury at Church 
Iiouse, Westminster, He wna ac- 
companied by members of the 
Upper House, ; 

“} much regret,” he anid, “the 
way in which In some quarters the 
impression has been given that 
thia subject was the one which 
most concerned the Conference. 

“py was open to the Conference 
to ignore the whole subject. but [ 
submit that would have been ime 
ponsiblte In the presence of the 
wrently growing and abkkding 
change--nlmont revolution—in the 


cuatoma of the married life of the, 


whole world, a change that has, 
nas its main factor, the causing 
of ageneral decline of 5o per cent. 


tin the world’s birth rate. 


“It was also open to the Can- 
ference to repent the words of the 
1920 resolution. Either course 
would have been the policy of the 
ostrich, and not of Bishops e¢x- 
pected to glve guidance to their 
fork.” 


Anxious Discussion, 


Dr, Lang then statcd that the 
Bishops well knew the risks of 
misroepresentation to whieh they 
would be liable. The matter was 
sriven long and anxious discussion 
both In committee and in cone 
ference, nd all aspects were pre- 
sented with thoroughness and 
ability. . 

ot think.” he proceeded, “that it 
would be true to say of the great 
majority of the Bishops that thay 
approached the matter with a 
strong prejudice against any use 
of artificial means to control the 
birth of children, but they. could 
not divest themselves of the re 
sponsibilities of discussing the 
subject. : : 

“The Conference asserted the 
duty and privilege of parenthood. 
it declared that it was wrong to 
enter the married state with the 
intention of avoiding or ovading 
or disregarding that duty. 

“It was compelled, however, to 
recognise that there are circuma- 
tances in which there is 2 moral 
obligntion to control the number 
and apacing of children, circum- 
stances when a birth would involve 
great danger to the health, pos- 
nibly to tho life, of « mother, when 
means at the time made it impos- 
sible to provide for the rearing 
and training of another child, or 
when the mother might be pre- 
maturely exhausted and additional 
children might render her incap- 
ble of doing her duty te the exixt- 
ing family. 

“The resolution of the Con- 
ference anid that, where there fs 
auch a clear obligation to avoid 
parenthood, the primary and ob- 
vious manner is complete ab- 
atinence from intercourse. . - - 

“But are there not cases whon 
there Is n morally justifiable rea- 
son for avolding complete abstin- 
ence? | * 


Exceptional Cases, 


Cases occurred, Dr. Lang addeil, 
when the strain of complete ab- 
stinence might involve grave ner- 
vous disorders sand injury to 
health both of body and mind. In 
auch exceptional cases, he asked, 
could the use of means to avoid 
conception -be denounced as in 
themselves sinful? 

In this matter there was no clear 
sguidwsce ‘from the words of our 
Uord or In the New Testament. 
To denounce it as sinful because 
it involved interference with the 
course of nature would carry them 
futher than could de justificd— 
many resources of medical science 
involved such interference.
